Some of the friends with whom I act have not 
hesitated to express themselves in favor of coer- 
cion; and they have drawn very gloomy pictures 
of the fatal consequences to the prosperity and se- 
curity of the whole Union that must ensue [i. ¢., 
from a division}. For my own sake I am glad I do 
not partake so largely of these fears. I see no ob- 
stacle to the regular continuance of the Govern- 
ment in not less than twenty States, and perhapa 
more, the inhabitants of which have not in a mo- 
ment been deprived of that peculiar practical wis- 
dom in the management of their afiaire which is 
the secret of their past success. Several new 
States will, before long, be ready to take their 
places with us, and make good in part the loss of 
the old ones. 

Having thus admitted the possibility of 
the Southern States not accepting the conces- 
sions he proposed to make them, and having 
dismissed the idea of coercing them back to 
their allegiance, he contemplated serenely 
the formation of a distinct Government. 
“The new Oonfederacy,” he said, “can 
scarcely be other than a secondary Power; 
it can never be a maritime State,” etc. Itis 
just as well that these utterances of CHARLEs 
Francis Apamsin the hour of the nation’s 
peril should be recalled, and they certainly 


throw considerable light on his present will- 


ingness to associate himself politically with 
State-Sovereignty Torn and the conquered 
but irreconcilable Confederates of the 


In Tun Tarsone yesterday we published a 
portion of Mr. Trupzn’s letter to Judge Kenr, 
dated Oct. 25, 1860, in which he labored to 
prove that the Republican party was an or- 
ganization for unconstitutional purposes; 
that its success and attempt to treat the 
Government as that of a nation possessing 
national powers would necessarily violate 
and destroy the Constitution, and would lead 
to the withdrawal, or, as he put it, would 
“ drive” the Southern States out of the con- 
federation. He founded his argument upon 
the old and familiar doctrine that the United 
States are not a nation; that the Government 
of the United States is not a National Gov- 
ernment ; that the United States are but a 
confederacy vf equal, independent, and sov- 
ereign States, who have appointed a Federal 
Agent at Washington, not representing the 
people of the United States, but act- 
ing as the agent for these sover- 
eign States, united as a confederacy 
for certain purposes, and which have never 
surrendered their independence. Mr. Tu- 
pe, in view of the threatening condition of 
affairs in October, 1860, appealed to Re- 
publican party to abandon eory of 
nationality, and of governing the United 
States as a nation, and to retrace their steps 
to the doctrine that the United States were a 
mere partnership of distinct sovereignties, a 
confederation of States, vesting only the 
powers appertaining to our foreign relations 
and to certain specified common objects of a 
domesticnature ina Federative Agency.” He 
argued that the Southern States were keenly 
alive to the true principlé on which the Gov- 
ernment was founded, and they would never 
submit to any other; and Mr. Lincoum, as 
the Executive head of the Federal Govern- 
ment, would be in substance the Govern- 
ment of one people by another people”; in 
fact, would be to the Southern States a 
foreign Government.” He thus defined the 
relative powers of the States, ignoring from 
beginning to end the existence of a National 
Government : 

Each section is organized into States with com- 
plete governments, holding the power and wielding 
the sword. They arg held together only by a com- 
pactof confederation. . . Tue single, slen- 
der, conventional tie which holds the State in con- 
federation has no strength compared with the com- 
pacted intertwining fibres which bind the atoms of 
human society into one formation of natural 
growth. . . . The masters in political science 
who constructed our system preserved the State 
Governments as bulwarks of the freedom of indi- 
viduals and localities against oppression from cen- 
tralized power. They recognized no mght of con- 
stitutional secession; BUT THEY LEFT REVOLUTION 
ORGANIZED WHENEVER [T SHOULD BE DEMANDED BY 
THE PUBLIC OPINION OF A STATE,—LEPFT IT, WITH 
THE POWER TO SNAP THE TIE OF CONFEDBRATI ON AS 
A NATION MIGHT BREAK A TREATY, AND TO REPEL 
COERCION AS A NATION MIGHT REPEL INVASION. 
They caused us to depend in great measure upon 
the public opinion of the States, in order to main- 
tain a confederated union.

The Turco-Servian imbroglio has taken a 
new and interesting shape growing out of the 
action of Russia. The Czar has sent a letter 
to the Emperor of Austria setting forth that, 
as the Porte cannot be relied upon to carry 
out the reforms contained in the peace prop- 
ositions, Russia and Austria shall jointly oc- 
cupy Turkey and see that they are enforced. 
In a conference between the Russian diplo- 
matists and Count Anprassy, which preceded 
the Czar’s letter, no doubt was left as to the 
Ozar’s determination with reference to the 


future of the Sclavic provinces. Bosnia 


and Herzegovina, like Servia and Roumania, 
are to have their own Christian Govern- 
ment, and be entirely independent of Tur- 
key, except in the matter of tribute. It is 
not likely that the Porte would ever carry 
out such a sweeping reform as this, and the 
proposition of Russia is therefore a very 
rational one. Austria has sent an answer to 
the Russian letter, but the nature of the re- 
ply has not yet been made public, except 
in the intimation that the Russian proposi- 
tion will be brought before the other Powers 
for discussion. Itis altogether likely that 
England, when the proposition comes up, 
will bitterly oppose it, not because of the 
semi-independence demanded for Bosnia and 


Herzegovina,—indeed, Mr. Guiaperonz has | 


been indorsed in this identical demand by 
the English people,—but because of 

of the design of Russia upon Constantinople 
and her suspicions that, once in active occu- 
pation of Turkey, Russia might improve the 
advantage to secure herself in the posses- 
sion of an outlet to the Mediterranean, and 
then precipitate the Eastern question upon 
England again. The London Times has 
already sounded the alarm by insist- 
ing that neither Austrian nor Russian
